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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board and Citizens: 


I, herewith, submit my second annual report on the 
conditions, improvements and forecast for our five schools. 
Although my active school work for the last half of last 
year was unfortunately interrupted due to my long con- 
finement in the hospital, yet my burdens for that period, 
both educationally and physically, were lightened due 
to the fine spirit of cooperation and helpfulness from mem- 
bers of the School Board, the teachers and citizens. In 
many cases there were problems which would ordinarily 
have been brought to my attention for solution or adjust- 
ment but due toa spirit of sympathy I feel these problems 
were either overlooked for the time being, or an adjust- 
ment was sought by the parties involved. Suchasplen- 
did attitude of helpfulness will not soon be forgotten by 
me nor could I at this time pass over it without giving it 
due consideration in this report. 


Taking the school system as I found it in Unity, I 
have tried to do constructive work within each and every 
school. Every school will have problems characteristic 
of itself wherever it may be found. We may never at- 
tain to perfection in any school wherever found but it is 
our duty--for all of us -- to try to make the work of the 
school nearest to our interests as effective in accomplish- 
ing the purpose for which it exists as itis humanly possi- 
ble. The purpose for which our schools exist is to give 
the children in them educational opportunities commensu- 
rate with the funds at our disposal. The principal fac- 
tors entering into this attainment are: the support accord- 
ed the schools by the citizens at the annual school meet- 
ing; the organization of the educational structure by the 
Superintendent and his personal attention to putting into 
action the machinery so constructed; the support given 
the Superintendent by the School Board for carrying out 
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a constructive policy; success in getting capable teachers 
and cooperation from all sides to enable us to retain them 
(contented, capable teachers can get results) ; patrons of 
the schools who are willing to do their part in helping to 
make the machinery run smoothly or to lend friendly as- 
sistance in helping adjust the machinery whenever it does 
not function satisfactorily; a well kept school plant, well 
equipped. 


If all the above factors were present everywhere 
throughout the school system we would have an ideal 
school system with nothing to do but to watch it go. 
Most of these factors are present somewhere in our own 
school system and many of these factors are present 
everywhere. The little irregularities that exist--as in 
other towns--are what must keep us on our taps and 
working for a better adjustment that will be increasing- 
ly more satisfactory to us all--citizens, Board, Superin- 

tendent, teachers and pupils. 


It is reasonable for parents and pupils to expect a 
promotion--a moving ahead of pupils in knowledge gain- 
ed for a year spent in school. Such may invariably be 
the case whenever pupils are punctual in school attend- 
ance and faithful in attention to assigned duties. One 
of my greatest cares in the whole school work is to see 
that each and every pupil gets just rewards for duties 
well performed. Such is a good start in life--when a 
pupil realizes that school life is a part of real life and 
that his business (the school) is conducted along lines of 
merit where an honest effort has a worthy goal--a pro- 
motion. No false standards should be set up to obscure 
such a goal. 


The above is presented in order that there may be 
no misunderstandings between us as to my own concep- 
tions of the real purposes of the school work in our town. 
I have not only no complaint of the attitude of the citizens

in working for their school but on the other hand praise 
in assisting me in helping to accomplish whatever I have 
been able to accomplish in our schools within the last 
year and a half. Following, I shall try to summarize 
the past, present and future aspects of the work for the 
several schools in town. 


EAST UNITY 


Of inestimable value to this school is the Parent- 
Teacher Association group at this school. The organi- 
zation not only wishes the school well as an act of ben- 
evolence, but actually becomes a benefactor--doing well 
within the school. A friendly neighborhood atmosphere 
is created toward the school by this organization. Ithas 
done constructive work in making the school house a 
useful community center by installing electric lights and 
lately installing a-much needed steelceiling. Itis hoped 
that before another school year a new frost proof floor 
will be laid and a ventilating schoolroom heater will be 
made available. The doors and casings should be re- 
paired to prevent drafts along the floors. 


With these added improvements within the next 
year, nearly an ideal school situation will exist in East 
Unity. The community is to be commended on its de- 
velopment of such a fine situation for its young people 
in which to gain their early training. Among the new 
teachers hired within the whole school union this year, 
no one has done a finer bit of schoolroom organization 
and teaching than Miss Faucher. She maintainsa splen- 
did morale within her school and at the same time has the 
the respect and goodwill of her pupils. I predicta year’s 
progress on part of all diligent pupils who have availed 
themselves of Miss Faucher’s thorough methods. 
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UNITY CENTER SCHOOL 


Any teacher who enters into a contract to teach 
this school will find a job that requires all the resources 
at his or her command. The chief reason for this is due 
to the fact that there are two schools in one to be taught 
by one person. Necessarily the recitations must be short 
and most pupil groups must recite but a few timesa day, 
each recitation being separated from the next by compara- 
tively long waits. Only those who have taught such a 
school know what this must mean to the morale of a 
school, especially one of so many grades and so many 
pupils. Such conditions can but lead to the same results 
each year--that the pupils have put in their time each 
year with only about one-half the progress we would 
naturally be lead to expect. Such conditions will con- 
tinue under any management or teaching--however per- 
fect--as long as so large a school with so many grades 
are continued under one teacher. Jam assured that ex- 
tra State aid could be obtained for this group of pupils 
if a separate schoolroom could be provided. This would 
divide the school into two groups of pupils--a grammar 
grade group, anda primary grade group. This would 
provide two teachers, each having an especial interest in 
the grade of work she was to do--and not compel us to 
try to find a jack-of -all trades in one and the same per- 
son. 


Whether the teacher be Miss Mann(now Mrs. Reed ) 
Miss Kelley or anyone we might employ in the future 
she will be confronted with the same unsolvable puzzle, 
until we can supply the proper remedy as suggested a- 
bove. In 1920 I was confronted with nearly a duplicate 
situation and it was satisfactorily solved by the remedy 
suggested. I think this educational situation will have 
to be solved in this way or good-naturedly tolerated by 
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all concerned since we all recognize the factors that pre- 
vent the school from becoming all it should be. Let us 
all give due credit to the present and previous teachers 
for doing as well with the school as has been done and is 
now being done. Whoever teaches the school needs all 
the assistance, encouragement, and friendly cooperation 
you can give. 


MARSHALL 


The Marshall is a small school which will of neces- 
sity always see a procession of teachers through its doors. 
Poor teachers should never be permitted to stay long in 
any school. Good teachers will not remain long in small 
schools as they are always looking for promotions. With 
a two-teacher school developed at the Center it seems to 
me the citizens of the Marshall school would find it to 
their advantage and educational benefit to see to it to have 
their children accommodated at the Center, where twice 
as much progress could be made within the school year 
under teachers teaching their own chosen subjects, with 
recitations twice as long as they now are either in the 
upper grades or the primary grades. 


COUNTY SCHOOL 


This school although somewhat hampered in school- 
room space has always seemed to me to bea happy group 
of children. Miss Dresser finishished a well taught year 
last June. Among the beginning, inexperienced teachers 
in my rural schools this year no one has done a better 
piece of work than Miss Britton. Her work shows care- 
ful preparation. She takes suggestions well and has 
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shown a willingness to do the exact things as recommend- 
ed which have led to unusually good progress for the 
school as well as for herself. Some changes about the 
schoolhouse during the year and the new stove added 
materially to the comfort of the school. 


QUAKER CITY SCHOOL 


This school is somewhat unusual in that it enrolls 
only boys. This group of lively boys was captained last 
year by Mr. Glazier, greatly to the delight of the boys. 


Mrs. Bailey was employed for the beginning of the 
new school year. Due to poor health she was compelled 
to resign as teacher early in the fall term. Mr. Carroll 
P. Abbott of Wilder, Vt. was employed. Hehas started 
the work well and I am expecting good progress for the 
year. 
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FLAG DAY 


My enforced absence from the closing exercises 
for the last school year prevented me from carrying out 
well laid plans. I was pleased to know of the splendid 
spirit with which it was carried on by all concerned. I 
am hoping to be able to arrange a Flag Day Program for 
the closing day in which all the schools will take part. 
This day is a time when we can all contribute our inter- 
ests throughout the town for the betterment of the schools 
and for the promotion of mutual ideals and understand- 
ing.
